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Mobs’ looting rampages 
spread over the region

Masked rioters brought terror to the streets 
of the West Midlands for a second night, looting 
shops, setting fire to vehicles and attacking 
police. 

Officers arrested 109 people on the streets of 
Wolverhampton, West Bromwich and Birmingham 
as young people in hooded tops ran amok. 

Detectives launched a triple murder inquiry after men 
apparently attempting to protect a mosque from rioters 
were knocked down by a car in Birmingham. 

Gangs of yobs were involved in running battles with 
police, arming themselves with sticks and hurling bottles 
and bricks. Shopkeepers in Wolverhampton desperately 
attempted to protect their businesses as stores were 
smashed and ransacked. 

Many thugs brought bags with them to fill with stolen 
goods, with one woman donning gloves before entering a 
fashion store in Queen Street and leaving with handfuls of 
items. 

Attacking 

Businesses targeted included Marks & Spencer, Burton, 

Footlocker, T-Mobile, Coral, The Royal Bank of Scotland 
and the Tap & Spile pub. In West Bromwich, cars and a van 
were set alight as up to 200 youths charged through the 
town attacking homes, shops and cars. 

Bins were hurled in the High Street before the group 
dragged a Land Rover and catering van into the centre of 
the street, later torching the vehicles. After hours of spec¬ 
ulation on social networking sites Twitter and Facebook, 
violence erupted across the Midlands late Tuesday after¬ 
noon. The trouble in Wolverhampton was co-ordinated, 
with a firework released in Queen Square at 4.30pm kick- 
starting a two-hour rampage through the rush hour. 

In Birmingham, mobs of up to 500 youths marauded 
through the city centre. 

Police have launched a triple murder inquiry after three 
men, aged 20, 30 and 31, were hit by a car on Dudley Road, 

Winson Green at lam. One man has been arrested in con¬ 
nection with the incident and was today being questioned. 

Supt Mark Payne said officers were studying CCTV 
footage in a bid to identify those involved in the riots, 
warning: “We are still sending out officers to arrest people. 

If you took part in the disorder, we are coming for you.” 

Supt Payne, who patrolled and watched some of the 
arrests on CCTV defended police tactics in the face of crit¬ 
icism from traders who claimed they stood by and let 
looting happen. He said officers needed to stand their 
ground to stop groups of youths breaching their lines and 
spreading further into the city. Elsewhere, small groups of 
teenagers gathered in Dudley’s Market Place.

Three deaths amid the mayhem 


Birmingham was plunged into a 
second night of violence, and a 
murder inquiry has been launched 
into the deaths of three men who were 
struck by a car early yesterday 
morning. 

Looters wearing hoodies, scarves 
and balaclavas plundered city centre 
stores, with targets including a 
branch of Marks & Spencer and a hi- 
fi store. 

H&M in New Street plus Urban 
Outfitters, The Regis hair salon and 
Lush, all in Corporation Street, were 
also attacked on Tuesday night. A car 


in Moor Street was also set alight. 
Police are investigating reports that 
shots were fired in Aston. 

Meanwhile, it was not clear 
whether the deaths of three men who 
were hit by a car in Birmingham in 
the early hours was linked to the vio¬ 
lence . 

West Midlands Police launched a 
murder inquiry after the men, aged 
20, 30 and 31, were struck by the 
vehicle in Dudley Road, Winson 
Green, shortly after lam. 

Two men were pronounced dead at 
the scene of the incident, which may 


be linked to the looting which has 
stunned the city. Up to 80 bystanders 
were present. 

This morning, West Midlands 
Ambulance Service said the third 
man died from his injuries at City 
Hospital. 

While it is not known if detectives 
will connect the deaths to the riots, a 
man has been arrested and a car 
recovered. 

A police spokesman said forensics 
experts will examine the vehicle and 
appealed for witnesses to come 
forward. 


Youths intent 
on destruction 
in town centre 

Masked youths rampaged through West Bromwich town 
centre, hurling bricks and smashing up shops and cars. 

It was the day gangs brought terror to the heart of West 
Bromwich leaving residents and shopkeepers fearing for 
their homes and businesses. 

Panic was mounting from early Tuesday afternoon in 
West Bromwich as businesses closed ahead of the impend¬ 
ing trouble. Shutters were pulled down and boards were 
nailed to shops on the High Street from around 2pm after 
fears masked youths intent on destruction would arrive. 

Some of the first shops to close were small, family-owned 
jewellers, while banks such as Natwest and Barclays shut 
their doors after lunchtime. 

The Astle Retail Park, which includes Marks & Spencer 
and Nike outlet stores, also closed early. The Morrisons 
superstore on The Ringway also began boarding up as it 
closed early and West Bromwich arts centre The Public 
was also closed. From early on families and shoppers had 
abandoned the town centre. But by mid afternoon small 
groups of youths, some believed to be aged as young as 11, 
and dressed in dark hooded tops and jeans, with covered 
faces, began filtering on to the town’s streets, loitering near 
shops and on the lookout for trouble. 

Erupted 

By 4pm fears of worried shopkeepers turned into a 
reality as trouble erupted in the town, with many people 
speaking of youths charging through the area and attack¬ 
ing homes, shops and cars. 

Around 200 youths tore bricks out of walls near to the 
Desi Junction pub at the top end of the High Street, while 
windows at the Quicksilver Gaming Centre were smashed. 
The damage was later boarded up. William Hill bookmak¬ 
ers was also hit. It was not long before riot police were 
brought in and road closures were in place. 

The High Street was quickly cordoned off, and later junc¬ 
tion 1 of the M5 at West Bromwich, Birmingham Road, 
Trinity Street, Trinity Way, West Bromwich Ringway Spon 
Lane, Newton Road and Cronehills Linkway at the A41 
Expressway, were also closed, blocking some of the major 
routes into the town centre. All of the roads remained 
closed until around 7.30am yesterday. 

In full riot gear and shields, police lined up at points near 
to the Goose pub, the Farley Centre, near to Mann Broth¬ 
ers Ltd clothing store and Trinity Way. Dozens more as well 
as uniformed officers were also on patrol through the 
streets. As the drama unfolded onlookers from the nearby 
Sikh Gurdwara looked on in shock and disbelief. Many 
people also appeared to be standing guard outside their 
own properties. There were also reports of disruption 
spreading at the Windmill Centre in Smethwick. 

At around 11.30pm leader of Sandwell Council, Council¬ 
lor Darren Cooper wrote on Twitter: “Large groups of 
young people in Cape Hill Smethwick hanging around Car¬ 
phone Warehouse. Massive police presence.”

Tom overjoyed with 
treatment success 


An 11-year-old boy who flew to America for pioneering 
treatment to fight a rare form of cancer is celebrating 
after scans showed his tumour has gone. 

Tom Blakemore, of Halesowen, battled the inoperable 
growth by undergoing hours of gruelling treatment in Florida. 

Scans have come back clear after he has been in remission for 
nearly a year. 

The youngster, of Hillcrest Avenue, is now looking forward to start¬ 
ing at Halesowen’s Windsor High in September, after catching up on 
his schoolwork despite missing months of lessons. 

He is also playing football regularly again for the Brierley Hill 
Bullets and even went for a ride in a Ferrari at Silverstone at a charity 
event. 

Tom said: “It’s been hard but I’m enjoying being back with my 
friends and going to school.” 

His father Simon, a self-employed scaffolder, said: “He is doing so 
well and the scans have come back clear so far apart from a bit of scar 
tissue. He is really back up and running now and life is getting back 
to normal. 

Improved 

“Not only has he got back to his original level with schoolwork, he’s 
even improved his grades now. He has worked so hard.” 

Tom was diagnosed with Rhabdomyosarcoma in January last year 
after suffering from headaches and dizziness. Doctors found the 
tumour behind Tom’s face, where the skull meets the spine. Because 
of the unusual position of the tumour, he needed an intense and accu¬ 
rate form of treatment. 

The NHS paid for Tom and his parents to travel to a specialist clinic 
in Jacksonville, Florida for pioneering Proton Therapy. 

His story is now being used as part of a campaign for a bid for a 
proton unit at the Queen Elizabeth Hospital in Birmingham, which 
would cost between £75million to £100m. He will continue having 
scans every three months for the next year - and check-ups for five 
years - to make sure the tumour does not return

A series of 50 life-size moorhens, 
sculpted out of steel, has been 
unveiled as part of a £35,000 heritage 
trail winding through the Black 
Country. 

Local artist Luke Perry has added 
the miniature sculptures to a trail 
which stretches from Blowers Green 
Bridge, Pear Tree Lane, Dudley, 
through Bumble Hole Nature Reserve 
on the Sandwell border to the Gorsty 
Hill Tunnel, Old Hill. 

Some of the moorhens have been 
named after children who helped 
install them, including Josh, Jade and 
Jake at the entrance to Bumble Hole 
Nature Reserve. 

A total of 32 larger sculptures have 
already been installed along the trail, 
alongside the Dudley No 2 Canal, 
including one sculpture of a man 
flushing a toilet, which was inspired 
by the former Doulton Pottery Works 
in Rowley Regis which made cisterns 
and toilet bowls. 


The 6ft 6in artwork is one of six 
‘wayfinders’ that point the way along 
the canals. 

Blackbrook Bridge features another 
such wayfinder, a sculpture of a miner 
to stress the industry’s importance in 
the area. 

Other sculptures act as interpreta¬ 
tion panels and mile markers, such as 
one of a Toll Man at the toll building off 
Doulton Road, who has been fashioned 
as if he is vandalising the graffiti-hit 
building, in a nod to modern artist 
Banksy. Another sculpture between 
Powke Lane and Garretts Lane pays 
homage to the first female business 
owner in the Black Country, widowed 
mother-of-four Eliza Tinsley. 

Luke, aged 28, of Wollaston, Stour¬ 
bridge, set up his firm, Industrial Her¬ 
itage Stronghold in Cradley Heath 
three years ago creating artwork 
championing the Black Country. 

He said, the moorhens are in and 
around the canal towpath.

Two jailed for 
growing drug 

Two illegal immigrants who were “garden¬ 
ers” for a cannabis farm containing £429,000 
worth of plants which were growing inside a 
Midlands industrial estate have been jailed. 

When police officers raided the premises in 
Coombs Road, Halesowen they found there 
were 1,313 plants growing inside seven 
rooms, Wolverhampton Crown Court heard. 

Mrs Sati Ruck, prosecuting, told the 
hearing that the plants were at various stages 
of growth and there was a highly sophisti¬ 
cated hydroponic system. 

The potential yield from the illegal crop was 
48.5 kilos and Hung Le and Luong Vu were 
found hiding behind rubbish bins by police 
officers. 

Le, aged 42, and Vu, 40, both Vietnamese- 
born and of no fixed address admitted produc¬ 
ing cannabis. 

Judge Jonathan Gosling jailed Le for 28 
months and Vu for 22 months and told them it 
was an extremely serious offence because of 
the significant amount of cannabis being 
grown. 

Mrs Ruck said the pair had both entered the 
UK illegally and they were now facing depor¬ 
tation on completion of their sentences. 

Mr Jas Mann, defending Le, said he had 
been promised an income to send back to his 
family. 

Mr Harbinder Lally, defending mother-of- 
two Vu, said she had learned a hard lesson.

Plans to beat parking problem 


Plans to tackle a parking “night¬ 
mare” around a Dudley hospital are 
set to be rubber-stamped by council¬ 
lors after years of complaints from 
residents. 

The restrictions are intended to 
deter drivers from parking in streets 
near Russells Hall Hospital in 
Dudley. Residents say staff and visi¬ 
tors continue to clog the surrounding 
streets with cars, despite the opening 
of a 691-space car park at the site. 
They have welcomed the plans - but 
say they need to be enforced as soon 
as possible. 

Access would be restricted in some 
roads other than for residents, while 


parking would be banned in others. 

The council recently held a public 
consultation and received 120 mes¬ 
sages from householders supporting 
the plans. But bosses at Russells Hall 
had opposed the idea. 

Now the plans, which will cost 
about £38,000, are due to be dis¬ 
cussed at Central Dudley Area Com¬ 
mittee in October. If approved, they 
will go before a meeting of the full 
council. Christina Brett, a 38-year- 
old mother-of-five, of Byron Street, 
said: “It is an absolute nightmare 
here so the sooner something is done 
the better. I’m happy that we seem to 
be moving in the right direction but it 


is taking a long time. They are parked 
here from 6.30am to late at night and 
we struggle to get near our homes.” 

The plans include restricted access 
to Pearce Close, Dereton Close, 
Abbotsford Drive, Hilderic Crescent 
and Elgar Crescent and waiting 
restrictions in Middlepark Road, The 
Oval, Ashenhurst Road and 
Kingswinford Road on weekdays 
from 10-11am and 2-3pm. 

A loading ban in High Street, Pen- 
snett, is suggested on weekdays from 
7.30-9.30am and 4.30-6.30pm. 
Double yellow lines are proposed in 
Tennyson Street, Milton Street and 
Byron Street. 


Arsonists leave a 
trail of devastation

A fireball left a trail of devas¬ 
tation after arsonists set fire to 
land next to a row of houses. 

Classic cars and gardens were 
destroyed during the blaze in St 
James’s Avenue, Rowley Regis, 
just before 6.30pm on August 4. 

However, the grass fire quickly 
spread to three properties with flames 
at least 20ft high destroying gardens, 
windows and guttering at the homes. 

A vintage car collection, believed to 
include an E-Type Jaguar, MG, a 
Triumph, Vespa and classic motor¬ 
bikes was destroyed. As the blaze hit 
one of the cars it erupted into a huge 
fireball, melting window frames and 
guttering. 

Residents assessed the damage at 
the scene, which was littered with 
remains of the vehicles, including 
burned-out engines and twisted 
metal, while melted guttering hung 
from two of the worst-hit homes. 

The worst-affected property on St 
James Avenue, which was closest to 
the open land and housed the classic 
cars, had three back windows boarded 
up after glass had shattered, while 
large cracks were visible in a second 
home. 

Grass was also left blackened and 
scorched where the fire had started 
and spread, while homes remained 
smoke-logged. 
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Resident Alison Wood, whose 
garden was completely destroyed, 
raised the alarm. Her property sits in 
the middle of the three homes affected. 

The 34-year-old NHS worker, who 
lives with partner Wayne Kelly, aged 
35, and 11-year-old son Keelan Wood, 
said: “I could see smoke and thought 
someone was burning their rubbish or 
having a barbecue, but it was really 
thick smoke. I came down the road and 
the grass was all ablaze and I saw all 
our fence go up and into a big fireball. 

“I moved my car quickly, but it got 
all of my neighbour’s’vintage cars. He 
has lost so much. It has literally wiped 
out all of our back gardens and our 
roofs.” 

Inhalation 

Son Keelan, a pupil at St Michael’s 
School in Curral Road, Rowley Regis, 
who suffers with asthma, has been 
treated for smoke inhalation. 

Ms Wood’s partner Wayne said he 
thought the fire was a barbecue at 
first. The council worker said: “I 
thought to myself, that’s getting a bit 
big, then I suddenly realised what was 
happening and I raced down the bank 
and started to try to put it out with my 
feet, stamping on it, but that did no 
good at all, it was useless. 

“Then we grabbed the hose and tried 


that but again that did no good. 

“Within a matter of minutes it had 
reached the houses. I thought the 
house was going to go. We tried to 
rescue the cars, but there was so much 
smoke and heat we just couldn’t do it. 
The firemen put it out really quickly 
and they saved our houses. The 
firemen said if it had been another five 
minutes the roofs of the houses would 
have caught fire.” 

Mr Kelly said he himself lost the 
hard top for his MG car which com¬ 
pletely melted. 

He also lost a push bike, all of his 
tools, three lawnmowers and all his 
garden fencing. Decking, a garden 
shed, patio furniture and even 
washing hanging on the clothes line 
has also been destroyed. The least 
seriously affected property had 
damage to its garden fence. Ms Wood 
added: “The scary thing is, if this had 
happened of a night time, I don’t think 
we would have got out alive, it just 
spread that quickly. 

“At the end of the day we are still 
here, that’s the main thing. It could 
have been a lot worse.” 

Crews from Cradley Heath, 
Oldbury and Brierley Hill attended. 

Cradley Heath crew commander 
Andy Pincher said: “They were very 
lucky, it might have been a different 
story if they had been older people.” 

Crews used a main jet, two hose 
reels and six breathing apparatus. 


Manufacturer set to expand 


An historic Black Country manu¬ 
facturing firm is expanding its site by 
a third, creating 14 jobs after bounc¬ 
ing back from the economic down¬ 
turn. Bosses at Isaac H Grainger & 
Son Ltd, which has been in the Black 
Country since 1864, will transform 
the vacant Total Service Station on 
Gawne Lane, Cradley Heath, into 
extra offices and a car park next to 
their current engineering works. The 


move will boost the company’s payroll 
from 53 to 67, after winning approval 
from Sandwell Council planners. 

The petrol station lay vacant for 18 
months but bosses seized the chance 
to buy and expand after the pumps 
were decommissioned and issues sur¬ 
rounding the sale of the site ironed 
out. Ivan Grainger, a director of the 
company who has worked at the firm 
for 32 years, said the move illustrated 


its recovery from losing 20 per cent 
turnover. The 48-year-old father-of- 
two said: “The company has pro¬ 
gressed well over the last few years 
and once the site became available to 
buy, as it was adjacent, we thought it 
was a good investment for the future. 
We will be expanding and the fact 
that is possible is down to the hard 
work of our staff during a very diffi¬ 
cult two or three years.”

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Rare Babes v Wolves 
programme in auction

One of the rarest football 
match programmes in the 
world is expected to fetch 
up to £7,000 when it goes 
up for auction next week at 
an hotel in the Midlands. 

The programme was printed 
for the abandoned match 
between Wolves and Manchester 
United on February 8, 1958, 
which was called off because of 
the Munich air disaster. The air 
crash on February 6 claimed the 
lives of eight United players from 
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the legendary young and gifted 
team nicknamed the Busby 
Babes, including Dudley’s 
Duncan Edwards. 

He died in hospital 15 days after the 
tragedy. Twenty of the 44 people on 
board were killed. 

The programme for the Old Trafford 
fixture went under the hammer today at 
the Cameo Suite of the Coleshill Hotel in 
Coleshill. 

Robert Adcock from Sporting 
Memorys Worldwide Auctions said: “It is 
the rarest programme for both clubs and 
one of the rarest in the football pro¬ 
gramme collecting world. 


“It is commonly assumed that most of 
the programmes were destroyed as they 
named many of the players who died in 
the plane crash in the team line-ups. 
Due to the circumstances this pro¬ 
gramme is valued at £5,000 to £7,000.” 

It’s front cover features a photograph 
in reference to a previous game between 
Manchester United and Ipswich Town. 

Former Wolves player Ted Farmer, 
aged 71, said: “Wolves and Manchester 
United were fighting to be the best and 
they were equals in the 1950s. Whether 
Wolves would have been the best team of 
the decade had the Busby Babes on that 
plane lived we will just never know. 

“I knew Duncan Edwards well and I 
believe he would have been the greatest 
player of all time if he had lived.”

It is hoped the 18ft iron 
anchor, that was made in 
Sheffield, could be back in 
Netherton in time for the Nau¬ 
tical Day and Dudley Council 
says it is working on meeting 
the deadline but, with only six 
weeks to go, it still stands at the 
Black Country Living Museum. 

Formal planning permission still 
needs to be granted by planners 
before it can be moved. 

Environment chief Councillor 
David Stanley said the council was 
working with volunteers to get the 
anchor back in time. 

The Netherton Regeneration 
Strategy Group have organised the 
Nautical Day on September 17. It 
will feature market stalls, street 
theatre, and a display on the history 
of the Titanic. 

Over the last year residents have 
held public meetings over the issue 
and even made T-shirts emblazoned 
with the message “1911-2011. 
Anchoring Netherton’s Future”. 

Councillor Tracy Wood, who has 
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led the campaign, said: “We are 
hopeful that the anchor will be back 
in time and it is my understanding 
that the planning process is just a 
formality.” 

The anchor will be erected on a 
plinth on a grassed area outside the 
Savoy Centre in Netherton. 

Thousands lined the route from 
Dudley to Netherton during the 
summer as a television programme 
retraced its original journey taken 
in 1911. 

Designed 

A recreation of the anchor, origi¬ 
nally designed and built by Nether¬ 
ton manufacturers Noah Hingley & 
Sons, was carried through the town. 

The reconstruction of its original 
journey started from the site of the 
former Dudley Railway Station off 
Castle Hill. But after only two 
hours the replica was transported 
to the museum. 

The replica anchor was made as 
part of a series on Channel Four 
called Titanic: The Mission. 

Councillor Stanley said: “We are 
working with the Netherton Regen¬ 
eration Strategy Group to get the 
anchor back in time.” 


Bags of help from youngsters

All police 
stations to 
face review 

A review of all 109 stations across the West 
Mercia force has been launched by Chief Constable 
David Shaw. Facilities in Hagley and Wyre Forest 
are among those being looked at. 

Though he says there are no immediate plans to 
shut any stations, Mr Shaw said he could not rule 
out job losses as the force tries to save £34 million. 
He said the review would see whether stations give 
the “best value for money” with their current 
opening hours and staffing levels. 

The news comes amid concerns that Hagley 
station, which has no front desk, is already under¬ 
manned. Visitors must ring a bell, which puts them 
through to Bromsgrove. Bewdley also has a similar 
set-up with Kidderminster, which is currently 
open from 8am to 10pm every day, while Stourport 
is staffed from 10am to 2pm Monday to Saturday. 

Pressures 

Mr Shaw, who recently took his new role, said: 
We need to look at whether police stations are 
open for the right hours and if staff are used in the 
right places. 

“With pressures on officers dealing with serious 
incidents and 999 calls, it may not always be best 
to have them waiting in a station that is not very 
busy.” 

It was recently revealed that 29 burglaries and 
30 vehicle crimes were recorded in 2010 in Hagley 
- but not one was solved. 

Hagley Parish Council chairman Steve Colella 
said: “We want reassurances that there will be no 
effect on frontline services.” 

Up to 450 police officer and community support 
officer posts are expected to be axed by West 
Mercia by 2015. Mr Shaw said: “These are very dif¬ 
ficult times but I can reassure the public that they 
will still be served well by their police force.”

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Struggling landlady 
sold drugs from pub

A landlady started selling drugs 
from her Black Country pub to boost 
her income when trade at the venue 
plummeted, a court heard. 

Mother-of-three Joanne Field, aged 42, 
was caught with 22 small wraps of 
cannabis at the Red Lion in Brierley Hill 
High Street. 

She admitted possessing the drug with intent 
to supply. Wolverhampton Crown Court heard 
she had paid £400 for a supply of cannabis. 

Miss Heidi Kubik, defending, said Field and 
her husband Joe had tried to boost trade at the 
pub. 

But she said last Christmas he was made 
redundant from his job in civil engineering and 
started “drinking the profits.” 

Miss Kubik said it was suggested to Field 
that she could make money selling cannabis 
and she made a “foolish decision” under “enor¬ 
mous pressure”. 

She added: “She found herself in a financial 
crisis and she succumbed to fool’s gold — it was 
an easy option that has resulted in nothing but 
trouble.” 

Judge Martin Walsh said that the level of her 
drug dealing was “relatively modest”. 

Licence 

But he told her: “You have avoided going to 
prison by the skin of your teeth.” 

He added: “It is highly unlikely you will be 
able to obtain a licence for the sale of alcohol in 
the future.” 

Her husband now runs the pub after Field 
was stripped of her licence, the court heard. 

Field, of Lancaster Road, in Brierley Hill, 
admitted possessing the drug with intent to 
supply and she was given a 12-month jail term 
which was suspended for two years. 

She was further ordered to carry out 200 
hours unpaid work and told to pay £260. 

Mr Howard Searle, prosecuting, told the 
court that police officers raided the pub and in 
a small kitchen behind the bar they found a 
carrier bag containing 22 small wraps of 
cannabis and £380 in cash. 

When questioned Field told officers the drugs 
belonged to her and that she had started with 
60 or 70 deals - selling each wrap for £10. 

She said she started selling the drugs 
because of “financial difficulties and she needed 
to supplement her income” when trade fell off at 
the pub.

Parents are being warned of the 
potential dangers of children watch¬ 
ing TV while using gadgets such as 
smartphones or laptops. 

University researchers said chil¬ 
dren were often “multi-screen 
viewing” and that a sedentary lifestyle 
is thought to increase the risk of 
obesity and mental health problems. 
The fact that screens can be trans¬ 
ported between rooms means there 


are now calls for parents to limit the 
amount of time spent on gadgets. It is 
now possible to watch TV on demand 
via the internet, play computer games 
on laptops, hand-held devices or 
mobile phones, keep in contact with 
friends using text, Facebook, Skype, 
and MSN, and to do all this concur¬ 
rently. Researchers at Bristol and 
Loughborough universities ques¬ 
tioned 63 10 to 11-year-olds and found 


the children enjoyed looking at more 
than one screen at a time. They use a 
second device to fill in breaks during 
their entertainment, often talking or 
texting during adverts or while they 
were waiting for computer games to 
load. Dr Russ Jago, from Bristol Uni¬ 
versity, said: “This suggests we need to 
work with families to develop strate¬ 
gies to limit the overall time spent 
multi-screen viewing.”

27st Vikki sheds the 
weight and the years 


Eight years ago, Vikki Billingham could 
barely manage a trip to the shops. At 27st, not 
only did she struggle to get around, she was too 
embarrassed to go out very often. 

The mother-of-two found it difficult to get clothes 
to fit her size 32 figure. But ultimately, her weight 
was preventing her from being active with her 
young daughter. She struggled to take her to the 
playground without getting out of breath. 

This spurred her to take action to lose weight. Now, with 
the help of diet magazines and a Black Country s l i mm i n g 
group, the super slimmer is down to a svelte lOst 91bs - and 
a size 12 - and loves nothing more than a trip out to get the 
latest fashions.

What is switchover 
and when will it all

D igital TV switchover is the 
biggest change in television 
since the introduction of colour. 
Analogue signals are about to be switched 
off and replaced with new digital services. 

This will make Freeview available for the first 
time to thousands of homes watching local ‘relay’ 


transmitters in many areas. Digital UK is the inde¬ 
pendent organisation set up by the broadcasters 
to lead the switchover. 

Preparing 

It provides an advice line and website to help 
with general questions about getting digital TV and 
preparing for the switchover. 


Peter Monteith, Digital UK’s regional manager 
for the Central TV region, says: “Switchover will 
change forever how television is broadcast. 

“I’m delighted that, very soon, viewers who have 
previously been unable to get Freeview services 
will be able to do so for the first time. 

“Most people are well prepared - but for those 
who still have questions, we are here to help.” 


So, how will these 
changes happen? 

Switchover will happen in two stages. If you currently 
receive your TV signal through an aerial, in either ana¬ 
logue or digital format (Freeview, Top Up TV, BT Vision), 
you are probably served by the Sutton Coldfield trans¬ 
mitter group, which switches on the dates below. 

Televisions connected to a cable or satellite service are not affected.

BBC Two will be switched off and 
replaced with a new digital signal. 
Local ‘relay’ TV transmitters will 
also start to broadcast the BBC’s 
other digital channels for 
the first time. 


Readers switching to 
digital for the first time via 
Freeview, Top Up TV or BT 
Vision will now be able to 
set up their equipment. 
Homes already watching 
these services should 
retune their digital boxes 
or IDTVs.

All remaining analogue 
channels will be switched off and replaced 
with additional digital services. 

Everyone watching Freeview, Top Up TV or BT Vision will need to retune their 
equipment again to receive all available channels. 


On both dates, these changes will happen overnight. For most viewers, serv¬ 
ices will be restored by the morning. 

Households receiving their TV signal from local relay transmitters will receive 
new digital services later in the day and should tune in for the first time or retune 
from this point.

VIEWERS watching Freeview, Top Up 
TV or BT Vision will need a full retune of 
their equipment at both stages of 
switchover in order to continue receiv¬ 
ing services. 

You should retune from time to time in 
order to keep your Freeview box up to 
date. Sometimes channels move around 

- so if you should lose access to several 
channels, try retuning. 

For a full retune your Freeview, Top Up 
TV or BT Vision equipment, follow these 
steps (these instructions are a guide only 

- each productworks slightly differently). 

• Switch on your digital box or digital 
TV 

• Press ‘menu’ on the remote control 

• Select ‘set up’ or ‘installation’ option 

• Select ‘first time installation’ option 
(sometimes called ‘factory reset’, ‘full 
retune’ or ‘default settings’) 

• Press ‘OK’ if your equipment asks if 
you want to delete all your channels - 
xion’t worry this is totally normal 


• All channels will be automatically 
installed. This may take a few minutes, 
and your equipment may shut down and 
restart. 

After a retune, if you are not receiving 
your preferred regional service, you are 
likely to find your preferred services 
further down the channel list. If you want 
to make your preferred services easier to 
find, you can either use the ‘favourites’ list 
or ‘channel settings’. See your instruction 
manual for more details.

Help is on hand 
for those in need 



T housands of people in 
the Central TV region have 
already taken up help from 
the Switchover Help Scheme. 

Run by the BBC under an 
agreement with the Government, 
it’s an official scheme which 
makes switchover easy for older 
and disabled people by giving 
practical help to switch one TV in 
their home. 

People are eligible for the help 
scheme if they are: 

• Aged 75 years or over; 


• Eligible for attendance or 
constant attendance allowance, 
or mobility supplement, or disabil¬ 
ity living allowance; 

• Registered blind or partially 
sighted; 

• Or have been living in a care 
home for six months or more. 

If you’re eligible, you will be 
offered equipment that’s easy to 
use, delivery or installation and a 
demonstration of how to use it, 
together with a choice of options. 

Your aerial will be checked and 


upgraded where it can be, if it’s 
needed. There is a freephone 
number to call for help while you 
get used to things. 

Most people will be asked to 
pay £40 towards the standard 
offer of help. For eligible people 
on income-related benefits, it’s 
free. Eligible people can also 
choose from a range of other help 
scheme options. 

If you know an older or disabled 
person who might still need help 
to switch to digital TV, you could 


lend a helping hand and give them 
the message about the switchover 
help scheme. Even if they have 
digital TV already, they can get 
help to switch another TV set in 
their home. 

All you need to do to get the 
help is respond to the information 
pack which has been sent to every 
eligible person’s home. But you 
must respond to get the help. The 
help scheme will close for applica¬ 
tions in the Central TV region on 
October 28, 2011.

Switchover: common 
questions answered 



Preparing your television for the imminent digital switchover isn’t nearly as daunting as it seems 


U NDERSTANDABLY, some TV 
viewers will have a number of 
questions regarding these 
changes being made to their 
programme reception. 

Below is a list of some of the more fre¬ 
quently asked questions, complete with 
answers. 

Where can I get face-to-face advice on 
switchover? 

Digital UK has been working closely with 
charities to organise local advice points 
during switchover. These will be staffed by 
trained volunteers and are open to everyone. 
There are also Digital UK roadshows in the 
region. To find out where your local advice 
point or roadshow will be, visit digitaluk.co. 
uk/centralevents or call 08456 50 50 50. 

What about my video recorder? 

After switchover, video and analogue DVD 
recorders will still play back and record, but 
you won’t be able to record one channel while 
you watch another. If you want to continue 
doing this after switchover, the simplest way 
is to get a digital TV recorder. These also allow 
you to record a whole series at the touch of a 
button, and pause and rewind live TV. 

Will I need a new aerial to receive 
Freeview? 

Most rooftop aerials will be fine after 
switchover but a small proportion of aerials 
are likely to need replacing to receive Free¬ 
view. Digital UK recommends that you wait 
until after switchover to see if your aerial 
needs replacing in order to avoid having 
unnecessary work carried out. You can check 


whether your existing aerial is likely to be suit¬ 
able for receiving digital by visiting the aerial 
test page on teletext page 284. 

Where can I find a good aerial installer? 

Look for a Registered Digital Installer (RDI) 
with the ‘digital tick’ logo. Go to rdi-lb.tv or call 
Digital UK on 0845 650 50 50 for more infor¬ 
mation. If you can’t find an RDI locally, look for 
someone with Associate RDI or CAI Plus 
status - or ask your local electrical retailer. 

What channels will I get? 

Which channels you receive will depend on 
which transmitter you receive. Viewers served 
by a local ‘relay’ transmitter will receive 


around 15 Freeview channels for the first time. 
These will include BBC One, BBC Two, ITV 1, 
Channel 4 and Five, plus all the other chan¬ 
nels from the BBC (those funded by the 
licence fee) and some other services from 
public-service broadcasters. Viewers served 
by a larger ‘main’ transmitter will receive 
these channels as well as some extra services 
from commercial broadcasters. These extra 
channels are also available via satellite. You 
can check which channels are available in 
your area by using the postcode checker at 
digitaluk.co.uk, or by calling 08456 50 50 50. 
This also gives you information about satellite 
and cable options in your area.

Midlands start their switch to digital TV on 7 September. 

For anyone who has Freeview services* or an old analogue TV there are two 
important stages to remember:

E xperts have along claimed 
that breakfast is the most 
important meal of the day 
and the latest research confirms 
this long held view.

As a raw recruit back in 1979 it

'not an option 5 ! They say an 
Army marches on its stomach, 
(makes me wonder why they 
issued me with so many pairs 
of boots!), and with the 
possibility of immediate 
mobilisation to whatever 
conflict that flared up anywhere 
in the world it was essential to 
start the day by fuelling the 
stomach. 

As I recall, daily breakfast was 
one of the two consistencies 
that Army life provided, the 
other being the failure of any of 
my uniforms, (no matter how 
well tailored) to fit correctly and 
present me as the lean and 
mean fighting machine I had 
imagined I had evolved to. 
Some 30+ years on it seems 
the lads serving now face the 
same wardrobe issues but the 
importance of breakfast has 
never been downgraded. In 
fact if you speak to any 
member of the armed forces, 
past or present, they would all 
have a story to tell on how 
morale had been boosted 
simply tucking in to a full plate 
of breakfast, and a steaming 
hot mug of ‘NATO standard 5 
tea. 



The British Dietetic Association 
said the findings added to the 
growing body of evidence in 
support of eating breakfast 
every morning. A study on 
breakfast habits showed that 
breakfast eaters tend to make 
healthier decisions in food 
choices later on in the day due 
to breakfast intake, as well as 
leading a healthier lifestyle long 
term. Breakfast consumption 
has also been attributed to an 
improvement in memory, 
leading to improved 
academic 


performance. In a 2005 study, 
breakfast was shown to 
improve college students’ 
ability to recall information.

THE MOST reliable second-hand cars are 
those made in Japan and Korea, according 
to a new survey. 

But although European cars are more prone to 
faults, the cost of repairing them is cheaper, the 
survey by What Car? magazine and warranty 
company Warranty Direct found. 

Honda topped the most reliable used car table, which 
was based on the number of faults occurring in a year 
for cars between three and eight years of age. 

Toyota was the second most reliable second-hand 
car, followed by 


Suzuki, Lexus, Mitsubishi and Mazda. 

According to the survey, there was only a nine per cent 
chance of a Honda having a fault in 12 months. 

In contrast, there was a 55 per cent chance of a fault 
in a Land Rover, whichwas 35th, and bottom, in the reli¬ 
ability table. At the foot of the table were Saab, (in 32nd 
place), Renault (33rd) and Alfa Romeo (34th). 

However, Renault was one of the cheapest cars to 
repair, with average repair costs of £242.22. Only Fiat 
(£241.63) had cheaper repair costs. 

In contrast, Porsche (£689.99) had the highest 
average repair costs, with Mazda in second place at 
£462.58. 

What Car? editor Chas Hallett said: “This year’s study 
is a stark reminder of the disparity in reliability 
between Far Eastern brands, which domi¬ 
nate the top 10, and European brands, 
which contribute the bulk of the 
bottom 10.”

New people’s car 
updates history

Volkswagen is pitching its new Beetle as a 
car for the 21st century. In common with so 
many fashionable items from the past, it 
would be appropriate to view this as a 
reboot of the classic automotive icon. 

Of course Volkswagen has been here before. 1998 saw 
the release of the then all-new Beetle, which was an attempt 
at faithfully reproducing the earnest, everyday attributes of 
its groundbreaking predecessor. 

The Beetle is the cornerstone of the Volkswagen family, 
and is largely why the German firm is persisting with a 
modern day version. 

And it appears to have learnt something from the success 
of the competition. This “New Beetle” is being promoted 
with a sportier edge and a greater emphasis on lifestyle and 
pop culture. 

The car is little bigger than the 1998 car - a fraction 
longer and wider - while it’s not as tall but more streamlined 
in profile thanks to a longer bonnet and more steeply 
inclined windscreen. 

Carrying capacity is up and occupants fore and aft benefit 
from more room, while boot space has increased. 

Three petrol and one diesel unit will power UK cars. At 
launch, the choice will be between a 1.2 TSI 105 horsepower 
unit connected to a seven-speed DSG gearbox plus a 1.4 TSI, 
160 horsepower lump and six-speed manual gearbox. Later 
in 2012 you’ll also have the choice of a manual version of 
that 1.2 petrol motor, a 1.6-litre TDI diesel and a range¬ 
topping 2.0-litre TSI petrol unit packing 200 horsepower. 

To reinforce the Beetle’s new sporty character, both the 
2.0-litre car and the 1.4 variant feature Volkswagen’s trick 
XDS differential to boost grip and stability at speed. 

The previous car’s bud vase might have disappeared but 
this Beetle’s cabin remains sufficiently different from any¬ 
thing else Volkswagen makes to earn it its stripes. 

The cabin is roomy enough up front, with just enough 
space in the back for adults if the journey isn’t too long. 

The sloping roof is the reason for this, although children 
won’t feel cramped, making the Beetle an interesting family 
car alternative. 

Like all modern Volkswagens, the Beetle isn’t short of toys 
or safety kit. The company decided to pitch the car higher, 
and satnav, climate control, premium audio, leather and a 
panoramic glass roof are all on the options list. 

The list of standard kit is good too, with air-con, DAB 
radio, alloy wheels, Bluetooth and parking sensors spread 
across the three trim levels.

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How to avoid risks associated with potholes 


Why potholes give the 
councils a bumpy ride 


ROAD SAFETY charity the 1AM is offering weekly 
motoring tips from Britain’s top advanced driver, Peter 
Rodger. 

This week he gives motorists advice on avoiding the 
risks associated with potholes. 

Thirty per cent of respondents to a recent 1AM poll reported 
that they had experienced damage to their car caused by 
hitting a pothole, and a further 16 per cent had seen or been 
involved in an accident due to one. 

• Leave plenty of room between you and the vehicle in 
front so that you can see the road surface before you drive or 
ride on it. 

• If you do hit a pothole accidentally, make a point of 
checking your tyres once you’ve stopped. Check the inner as 
well as the outertyre wall, which may have been damaged as 
a result 

• Avoid suddenly pulling out to avoid a hole - you might 
discover that there is a motorcyclist trying to get past you, or 
encounter an oncoming vehicle. 

• Bikers and cyclists need to look well ahead and change 
direction early so they have time to deal with the holes, and 


so that their movements don’t cause surprise to other road 
users. 

• Potholes tend to reappear in the same place again and 
again as previous repairs fail - remember where you saw one 
and expect it to be there again. 

• Be extra vigilant on roads with lots of lorries and also 
around bus stops. Extra pressure is put on the road surface 
wherever heavy vehicles stop, start or turn. 

Rodger said: “One in seven road users have seen or per¬ 
sonally been involved in an accident caused by a pothole. 
Not only are they dangerous, but they cost. 

“A recent report by Kwik Fit found that motorists had spent 
£473 million to repair damage to wheels and tyres caused by 
potholes in the past year - the problem is best avoided,” he 
added. 

“As well as worrying about yourself and your vehicle, 
drivers should spare a thought for cyclists and motorcyclists 
who may be trying to get past a pothole, and give them a wide 
berth. 

“They are entitled to a wobble and would appreciate not 
having a motorist attempting to overtake just as they avoid a 
hole in the road.”
